It will 
pay to gather tbeee rota and windfalls 
by hand or hoga or other stock may 
be turned Into Sat them. A great va- 
riety of Insects will be destroyed In 
this way and that will mean fewer 
numbers to flght next year. No other 
method comes as near to control linj?

Canadian towns arc following tli(? 
lekd of England in ^n ^ort to 
".vivr> diiyliglit." Tlii ir niftl.o.l is to 
push the clo<'k ahrafl m that the age 
I old enftwm of goin>< in worR at ^ or 
I 8 o'clock may be continued, nnd still 
use made of the early snnlii hours of 
the long sunfBier dhj. Mooaejaw 
and Port Arthur are among the 
cities dedaitaly aakiaff the experi- 
ment. 

Because of the looatfod of Port 
Arthur near the dividing line be- 
tween eastern and central time, that 
citjr will have an exceptionally diffi- 
cult problem. It is now almost an 
hour away from Winnipeg and the 
central Canadian towns on sun time, 
and the setting forward of the clock 
an additional hour will mean a real 
deviation from son time of nearly 
two hours in Port Arthur. Persons 
arising at six by their docks will 
actually be rising a fsw ininutni aft- 
er 4 o'clock by the sun. Peraons 
arising at 7 will be in the 5 c^elock 
early bird class. 

There socms to be plansible argu- 
ment for the saving of daylight 
honn. It means tiut in the summer 
time people should rise with the sun, 
finish their day's wQr)c ewly in the 
altemoon, snd have the long dayw 
light hours of the evening for recresF 
tioD. As it now it, they slumber 
through two or Vbnt boats of morn- 
ing sunshins and make ap by using 
the same number of hours ot lamp 
light.— St Paul Dispatch. '
